that a large fund is desired. This will 
all be explained at tonight's mass 
meeting.

His enthusiasm and 
personality would be worth much to 
the farmers of Mason county and It Is 
to be hoped that he will accept the ap- 
pointment in case the proposition Is 
accepted by the county. .

Purnell mul will he served on 
offlciala of the Maysvllle Water Com- 
imny at onre by the sheriff 

Each warrant Issued this afternoon 
represents a specimen of Maysvllle 
water whicli was examined at the State 
Laboratory and found to contain con- 
•amlnallon. These specimen were 
•aken from .lune 6th, 1919 up to March 
'!4, 1920. The cases will probably he 
heard In Count.v Coiirt before .Itidfje 
'1. P rurnell within the iic\t few days 
mil tlic final outcotne of these trials 
will be watched with much ititerest by 
NTaysville's citizens. 

nr. McCormack also pnvc orders lo- 
iay to Dr. .1. L. Rice, Miisnii County 
'lealth Officer, that he take a sample 
of city water each day hcRinnU with 
today to be examined at the State Lah- 
iratories and for each samjile found

""ormack also said this morning that 
he State Board of Healtb, would order 
•he Maysvllle Water Company wUhin 
he next few daya to Install at their 
iwn expense within a reasonable 
length of time, a first class filtration 
and ohlorlnatlon plant. These orders 
of the State Health Board will be serv- 
ed oa the MayaTtlle Water Company, 
Dr. McComack aaya, lust aa icon aa 
Captain C. N. Hamib, who la now in 
Tennessee, gives the 'State Board of 
Health flgurea ahowing what would be 
a reasonable length of time for the 
MayavIUe Water Company to Install 
the nitration plant 

In an Interview with the Public 
ledger thla morning Dr. McCormack 
said that It waa at no time the Inten- 
tion of State Board of Health to force 
the city to build a filtration plant' at 
their expense but the State Board 
was endeavoring to have the city take 
such an Interest aa to take the lead in 
forcing thfr^ Water Company to Install 
such a plant Inaamuoh aa the city 
has failed to take the lead. Dr. Mc- 
Cormack says the State Health Board 
will take the lead and. that they will 
devote the major part of their time and 
If necessary, their funds, to this effort 
until Maysvllle la glveiy pure and 
wholeaome water. '
